Alumni  response  to  the  tragedy  at 
Rutgers  and  the  Journal  commentary 
on  alcohol  abuse 


Dear  BroUicrr  Langella: 

In  the  April, 
1988,  Journal,  the  front  page  article  was 
about  a  tragic  accident  as  a  result  of  alcohol. 

Am  a  fraternity,  we  have  already  made 
some  headway  dealing  with  alcohol  by  bar- 
ring beer  and  other  alcoholic  beverages  dur- 
ing rush;  clearly  this  is  not  enough  When 
pledges  are  dying  due  to  planned  alcohol- 
related  activities,  it  is  time  to  extend  the  ban 
to  all  FratCTnity-related  activities 

Alcohol  is  just  as  deadly  a  drug  as  cocaine, 
hut  there  is  not  the  stigma  of  illegal  drug  use- 
Beer  and  liquor  enjoy  social  acceptance, 
There  is  peer  pressure  to  drink.  People  are 
made  to  feel  weird  or  strange  if  they  are  not 
drinking  a  beer,  i.e.,  drink  and  have  a  good 
time,  show  how  big  a  man  you  are  by  how 
much  youcan  drink,  a  man  isn't  a  man  if  he 
can't  "hold"  his  liquor.

Indiana  Alpha  S-P.E.  Alumni  Corporation. 

Since  the  chapter's  founding,  the  alumni 


corporation  has  been  active  in  the  day-today 
operations  of  the  undergraduate  chapter. 
Composed  of  eight  alumni  with  expertise  in  a 
variety  of  fields  Icurrently  there  are  two 
attorneys  and  an  accountant  on  the  corpora- 
tion's board),  the  corporation  meets  monthly 
to  determine  and  plan  the  chapter's  future. 
"This  16  done  first  by  reviewing  the  overall 
operation  of  the  chapter,  with  emphasis  on 
finances  and  the  condition  of  the  chapter 
house,"  says  Chapter  Counselor  Glenn 
Davis,  Purdue  '82.  In  addition,  the  corpo- 
ration IS  responsible  for  appointing  the  chap- 
ter's controller,  house  manager,  and  kitchen 
steward.  "This  way,"  says  Davis,  "we  can  set 
a  reasonable  expectation  for  performance  in 
these  critical  areas  of  chapter  house  opera- 
tion and  maintenance."  The  corporation 
officers  are  elected  at  its  annual  meeting 
(scheduled  during  homecoming)  and  serve  a 
minimum  two-year  term. 

The  alumni  corporation  planned  and  exe- 
cuted a  very  successful  fund  raiser  designed 
to  build  an  addition  to  thechapter  house.  One 
year  and  $350,000  later,  a  new  wing  was 
added  to  the  north  side  of  the  house,  and  the 
kitchen  was  remodeled.  The  result  was  a  new 
education/ recreation  area  that  will  help  pro- 


vide a  well-rounded  experience  for  future 
brothers  of  Indiana  Alpha. 

This  well-rounded  experience  has  given 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  a  great  legacy.  As  of 
April,  1988,  more  Indiana  Alpha  Krothers 
have  contributed  funds  to  the  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  Educational  Foundation  than  any 
other  chapter,  Over  the  years,  three  Indisma 
Alpha  brothers  havereceived  the  Order  of  the 
Golden  Heart,  Sigma  Phi  Epsiion's  highest 
fraternity  award.  Currently,  two  are  district 
governors  (E.  Riggs  Monfort,  Plirdue  '52, 
in  Northern  Cahfomia  and  Rex  Sebastian, 
Purdue  '51,  in  Northern  Texas)  and  one  is 
the  Grand  TVeasurer  of  the  Fraternity.  Nor- 
man Nabhan,  Purdue  '71. 

The  dedication  and  action  of  the  Indiana 
Alpha  S.P.E.  Alumni  Corporation  and  its 
support  base  of  Purdue  alumni  set  the  para- 
mount ex  ample  of  how  alumni  can  contribute 
in  a  positive  way  to  the  growth  of  their 
fraternity— on  the  local  as  well  as  national 
level.  Many  other  chapter  alumni  corpora- 
tions are  involved  in  the  same  custodial  role 
for  their  chapters.

In  I93R,  the  successful  merger  of  Theta 
Upsilon  Omega  with  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  gave 
the  Fraternity  its  Alabama  Alpha  Chapter  at 
Auburn  University.  In  addition,  this  merger 
gave  us  one  of  our  most  dedicated  and  loyal 
brothers— Dr.  George  J.  "Doc"  Cottier. 

"Doc"  was  initiated  as  a  member  of  Theta 
Upsilon  Omega,  graduating  from  Auburn  in 
1929  In  1938,  he  served  as  chairman  of  the 
chapter's  colonization  committee  and  advised 
the  undergraduate  brothers  as  the  merger 
took  place.  Initiated  into  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
in  1938,  along  with  other  alumni  of  Theta 
Upsilon  Omega,  Doc  Cottier  assumed  the 
position  of  chapter  counselorand  has  advised 
our  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  brothers  at  Auburn 
for  50  years.

Arena  Football  —  Jim  Foster's  brainchild  grows  up!

CHICAGO-Sheltered  from  the  heat  and 
humidity  of  the  mid-summer  night,  apecta- 
tore  watch  Iron-men  with  exceptional  athletic 
skills  battle  in  a  hybrid  form  of  football  in  the 
air-conditioned  comfort  of  an  indoor  arena, 
where  gut-wrenching  contact  and  action 

"Seen  indoors  . , .  close  up,  from  row  10 
rather  than  row  302,  football  becomes  loud. 
rough,  human,"  said  David  Levine  uf  Sports 
hfagazine. 

Arena  Football  is  American  football  played 
indoors,  a  game  conceived  by  Sig  Ep  Brother 
James  Foster,  Iowa  '72,  while  he  was  an 
executive  with  NFL  Propertiea  in  New  York. 

"I  thought  of  football  games  in  college," 
said  Foster,  "where  you  throw  a  couple  of 
shirts  down  for  end  zones,  play  with  seven  or 
eichl  guys  a  side,  and  wondered,  'Why 
couldn't  you  play  indoors?'  I  pulled  out  an 
envelope,  drew  a  hockey  rink,  and  started

Foster's  Arena  Football  m  a  new  sport 
whose  aim  is  to  find  a  niche  where  it  won't 
have  to  compete  with  any  other  sport  and  fill 
a  time  when  city  arenas  would  otherwise 
be  empty. 

The  cities  sporting  an  Arena  Football  team 
for  1988  are  Chicago  (the  Bruisere),  Detroit 
(the  Drivi'),  hiS  Angeles  (the  Cobras),  New 


York  (the  Knights).  Pittsburgh  (the  Gladia- 
tors), and  New  England  (the  Steamrollers). 
Theopening  games  began  in  May  and  will  be 
nationally  televised. 

Because  Arena  Football  is  played  indoors, 
it  has  a  smaller  field.  The  padded  astroturf 
field  IB  half  the  size  of  a  regular  field.  It  is  50 
yards  long  with  eight-foot  end  zones  and  is  80 
feet  wide  with  hash  marks  ten  feet  from 
either  side  line. 

The  end  zone  goal  posts  are  half  the  size  of 
a  normal  goat  post,  and  "rebound  nets"  flank 
both  sides.  These  are  taut  mesh  nets,  30  feet 
wide  by  40  feet  tall,  whose  purpose  is  to  keep 
the  game  moving  rapidly. 

"1  got  the  idea  from  the  pitch-back  nets  we 
used  to  throw  baseballs  against  when  we 
were  kids,"  said  Foster.  "When  you  throw  a 
football  against  a  net,  no  two  bounces  are  the 
same.  You  never  know  where  the  ball  will 
end  up." 

If  one  team  attempts  a  field  goal  and 
misses,  the  football  rebounds  off  the  nets  and 
the  ball  is  in  play.  This  requires  smaller  and 
more  agile  players. 

The  Arena  Football  player  must  be  able  to 
play  both  offense  and  defense  in  consecutive 
possessionsoftheball.  This  has  several  reper- 
cussions. The  player  must  be  large  enough  to 
play  linebacker,  but  small  enough  to  run. 
Consequently,  the  average  Arena  Football 
player  weighs  about  200  to  230  pounds. 

This  opens  up  new  opportunities  for  players 
not  considered  large  enough  for  NFL  teams. 
College  players  with  the  skills  and  speed  will 
become  viable  candidates  for  Arena  Football 

The  teams,  due  to  their  ability  to  play  both 
directions,  are  considered  "single  platoon" 
teams.  They  consist  of  18  players,  eight  of 
which  compete  during  a  series  of  plays. 

The  structure  of  the  game  is  very  similar  to 
football  with  tiie  exception  of  the  use  of  the 
rebound  nets  and  the  lock 

The  nets  keep  the  ball  in  play  rather  than 
letting  it  land  in  the  seats.  If  a  forward  pass 
hits  the  net,  the  ball  will  be  in  play  until  it 
touches  the  ground.  If  the  ball  is  kicked  and 
hits  the  net,  the  kicking  team  must  give  a 
receiver  five  yards  to  field  arebounded  ball.  If 
the  ball  is  not  fielded,  it  is  considered  a  live, 
advanceabte  ball. 


The  other  twist  in  this  game  of  football  is 
the  kick.  Because  the  field  is  so  short,  punting 
is  illegal.  Field  goals  and  drop  kicks  replace 

The  drop-kick  is  another  off-shoot  from 
Foster's  university  days.  "I  remember  them 
from  the  University  of  Iowa  practices  when  I 
was  a  kid,"  said  Foster.  He  realized  the  field 
would  be  too  small  for  punts  so  he  resorted  to 
using  drop-kicks. 

Kickoffs  are  used,  without  a  lee,  to  start  the 
first  and  second  halves,  and  to  start  play 
after  successful  touchdowns  and  field  goals. 

Thedifference  between  Arena  Football  and 
the  USFL,  which  ultimately  failed,  is  the  tim- 
ing and  spectator  approach  to  the  sport. 
Arena  Football  has  a  positive  market  poten- 
tial as  its  season  does  not  conflict  with  one 
saturated  by  other  popular  sports.  Says  Lesa 
Ukman,  president  of  top  sports  marketing 
researcher  International  Events  Group, 
"Arena  Football  is  like  a  made-for-TV  movie 
—extraordinarily  commercial,"  She  adds, 
"Most  of  the  people  I  talk  to  think  it's  really 
viable." 


Arena  Football  will  be  played  from  May  to 
July  with  the  championship  game,  or  Arena 
Bowl,  played  on  July  30,  Because  it  is  in  air- 
conditioned  arenas,  the  spectator  is  close  to 
the  center  of  play  which  is  intense  and  fast. 
Also,  the  game  is  such  that  it  should  only  last 
about  2-3  hours. 

Last  year,  theleaguc's  first,  was  a  learning 
and  testing  experience.  With  four  teams  and 
a  six-game  "preview  season,"  response  from 
football  fans  was  favorable.  In  fact,  the  first 
unadvertised  test  game  drew  8.000  fans,  and 
average  game  attendance  for  the  year  wfis 
11,279.  This  year,  ESPN  (the  national  sports 
channel)  will  televise  15  games,  with  another 
six  games  to  be  syndicated  by  Mizlou  to  local 
TV  stations. 

Arena  Football  has  action,  spectator  ap- 
peal, and  it's  an  ail-American  sport.  We're 
told  that  history  repeats  itself  and  just  as  Sig 
Ep  Brother  James  Naismith,  Kansas  '23, 
invented  the  sport  of  basketball,  maybe  Fos- 
ter will  be  successful  with  this  unique  hybrid 
form  of  football.

Uoyd  B.  "Gene"  Heady  Jr.,  Kansas 
State  '58,  has  become  one  of  the  NCAA's 
most  succeosful  collegiate  basketball  coaches 
In  the  past  six  years,  Brother  Keady  has  led 
hiB  Purdue  Boilermakeni  to  a  139-44  won-lost 
record  (a  759  winning  percentage)  and  six 
straight  NCAA  tournament  appearances— 
the  last  landed  Pundue  in  the  "Sweet  16." 

Brother  Keady,  one  of  the  most  sought- 
after  coaches  for  many  of  therecent  openmgs 
in  the  college  ranks,  began  his  coachmg 
career  at  Beloit  High  School  in  Beloit,  Kan 
sas.  He  enjoyed  successful  coaching  stints  at 
Hutchinson  Junior  College  (187  wins,  48 
toBsee);  at  Arkansas,  where  he  was  assistant 
coach  under  Eddie  Sutton  and  was  part  of  the 
1977-1978  final  four  team  featuring  NBA  all 
star  Sidney  Moncrief  His  first  NCAA  head 
coaciiing  job  was  at  Western  Kentucky  Cm 
vcTMly.  where  he  compiled  a  two-vf  ar,  :Vv-  lii 
won-lost  record .  In  1980.  Keadj-  was  chivsen  lo 
coach  Big  lOpowcr  Purdue  and  has  remained 
the  Boilermaker  coach  ever  since. 

While  al  Kansas  State,  Brother  Keady 
played  football,  baseball,  and  ran  indoor 
track-  TTiia,  coupled  with  studies  leading  to  a 
bachelors  degree  in  biological  sciences  and 
physical  education,  did  not  allow  Keady 
much  time  for  Sigma  Phi  Epeilon.
